Then the 
doctor will gently insert an 
instrument called a speculum into 
your vagina. This helps to open 
your vaginal passage so the doctor 
can view your cervix. It doesn't 
hurt, but may feel a bit strange. 
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The doc then rotates a swab (a 
long cotton bud) in your cervix to 
collect cells. These are transferred 
to a slide and are later examined in 
a laboratory. You'll get the results 
in a few weeks, by post. 

In most cases the test is negative 
- ie, no cancerous cells. But if 
suspect cells are found, you'll have 
laser treatment (also painless). 
Luckily, pre-cancerous conditions 
are 100 per cent curable. That's 
why it's so vital to have the test.
